Inately 49 percent of thes re“ugees were living in factories, offices, 

or schools: of the remainder. cne=helf had beon evacunted to Meacmuria and 
ene-half had been moved te ranted homes or homes already oceunted.t Seventy 
pereent of the persons living near the canitals of the provinces of North 
Vankyong and South Hankyvon:; were refugecs. Doty chotrmon of the relief 
committee were KNON Taek: (AA Ae BL) and CHI Tnessk (Zab fo. Fc Vid 
Reliof cowsitteer were io be ebganizéd in each county of tha prévinces of 
South Hanigrong, South Pyanyan, North Yansyong, and North oyongen.. The 
committees granted tua boo of rice and two yards of white bleached cloth 

to each refuges cn the cate of resettlement. the tiee retion wes continued 
for 15 days, Two similer ries rations for aach zefagee wore toe be distrib- 
uted betusen Novender 1931 and iiarsh 1952.

The evacuation pattern 
used divided each village inte three or four grovpa. The scutheramost 
group moved first and the northernmost group Jadt. Refugees, expected to | 
travel on foet betwaen four and twelve Iilometers each Cay, carried focd 
for two months, bedding, and clething. Men between the ages of 16 and 46 
served as evacuation guards. 
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By late November move than one@half of the rosidents of Kyongwon (1.29=09, 
42-49) (EC~9441) avonghung (132-30, 42~35) (F C~2315) s Musan (129-13, 42~14) 
(EBW1875), Chongsdng (129«48, 4246) (EC-6535), Unséng-pun (129-55, 42=<$5) 
(£07551), and Kapsan (128-17, 4i~05) (DA-4048) had been evacuated to the 
berder arca near T'iunghma Hsien (125-57, 41-43) and te the Northeast Dis- 
trict, which inaludes the orovince of Sungdang, the Chiemissu area, and 


pert of Kirin province, Persons not evacuated were to be nobilised. 


In early December inhabitants of an area approximately 60 kilometers north 
of Koséng near th'n-tiong (126-56, 33-51) (CU~2102) were evacuated in three 
groups. The three groups vere the femilies of persona who had resettled 

in the south, farmers, and party membere and left-wing persona. Party 
members and lefimwing persons were moved to xowon {127-15 , 39026) (CU-4966); 
persons in the other two groups vere evacuated to a cave at Chiang~gol, 
approximately three kilometers west of Yultong-ni (127-44, 39=04) (CU-9025), 
toe pelish grain. 


Disposition of Party Members and Collsboretors, Cr0nep ‘yons~gun 


By the end of October 1951 citizens in the chéngp tyéng~gun (127-12, 39=55) 
(CV¥=-4520) area had been grouped hy administrative officials on the basis 
ef each individual's activity at the time of the ‘nited Nations advance in 
the late fall of 1950. The distinctions were as foliews: 


a Reliable labor party mombers holding office, who retreated at the tine 
of the advance; for example, YI Chong-ik, formerly principal of the 
Third Primary School at, Sinsang-ni (127~23, 39-55) (CV=6219 and ap- 
pointed SPOR es OOr of education at Chongp 'ySnz-eun. 


Do Unreliable Jabor party members, undeserving o? office and meriting 
punishment through faihure te retreat at the vime of the advances for 
example, KIM Yorg-pok, a wort, 45 years old, expelled from the party 
and dismissed ac president of the Hanicrong ‘ionen's Normal College and 
chairman of the South Hamkvory Yomen's Coumittec. 


@. Persons not members of the lehor party but later admitted to the party 
and appointed te office; thesc persons did not retreat at the time of 
the advance; for example, KI} Sun-neam, a women, 22 years old, formerly 
& teacher at the Pirst Primary School, Sinsang-myon (127-24, "29-40) 
(CU~6392), and promoted to the position of inetructor in a asia 
school, Munsan-nydn (127+22, 39-37) (CU-6086).. . 


d. Persons not members of the labor party uho neither retreated at the 
time of the advance nor assisted the United Nations ferces and subse- 
quently admitted te the labor party and appeizted to a governnent. 
position; for examplo, KIM Pyang-su, 2% PERS | old, formarly a teacher 
at the Sineang Girls! Middle School, Chongp ye ngenin , end promoted to 
the position of inetructor4 at the Kvangtok Girls? Middle Seheol, 
Chongp "yong-aun. 
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
